Crop, livestock Reports 
From Farmers, Rancher 
Are Vital For All

and Interviews provides the basis for 
determining the final acreage, yield, 
and production of crops and end-of-the- 
year livestock and poultry numbers for 
the state of Texas and for each county. 

All of thB estimates published by the 
Texas Crop and Livestock Reporting 
Service are basod on the data provided 
by Texas farmers and ranchers, County 
Extension Agents, ASCS offices, and 
many others in agriculture. This 
cooperation provides the necessary 
data which is, in turn, returned to 
farmers and ranchers and others in the 
form of accurate estimates, which are 
so essential in making the wisest pro¬ 
duction and marketing decisions. Ac¬ 
curate estimates are also essential to 
farm organizations and legislator in 
iromotion, planning, and enacting wise 
egislation and are used In establishing 
acreages and payment levels to pro¬ 
ducers under the various commodity 
programs. 

The collection and publication of 
agricultural statistics are a cooperative 
effort between the Texas Department 
of Agriculture and USDA. This 
cooperation avoids duplication of effort, 
promotes economies, and increases the 
effectiveness of statistical reports. All 
individual farm and ranch Information 
is kept confidential, and only state and 
county summaries become part of the 
final published estimate. 

County estimates for 1979 and 
January 1, 1980, are available on 
Livestock, Poultry, Dairy, Field Crops, 
Small Grains, Cotton, Vegetables, 
Fruits and Pecans, and Cash Receipts 
from the Sale of Texas Farm Com¬ 
modities. Bulletins can be obtained 
from the Texas Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service, P. O. Box 70, 
Austin, Texas 78767, or by writing 
Reagan V. Brown, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, P. O. Box 12847, Capitol

agricultural income picture in 1981," 
believes Dr. Car! Anderson, oconomist 
in marketing with the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Service, Texas 
A&M University System. 

Crop producers will likely fair much 
better in 1981 because of this year's 
short crop and a rise In price. And, with 
meat supplies expected to slip under 
year-earlier levels, prospects look 
somewhat bettor for livestock pro¬ 
ducers as well. 

Although production expenses will 
rlae again, price increases are not ex¬ 
pected to he as sharp as in 1980, says 
Anderson. During the past 12 months, 
fertilizer prices jumped 28 percent, fuol 
and energy prices and interest rates 
climbed 26 percent, and agricultural 
chemicals rose 21 percent. 

"Texas agriculture suffered con¬ 
siderably from the extended dry. hot 
weather during late spring and sum¬ 
mer. Dryland farmers, cow-calf 
operators and poultry producers ex¬ 
perienced big setbacks. Irrigated crops 
were even stunted by the intense and 
prolonged heat wave/' notes Anderson. 

Despite the ateep drop in crop pro¬ 
duction, cash receipts for 1980 are 
estimated by Extension specialists to 
total only a little less than in 1979. Crop 
inventories carried over from the 
bumpBr 1979 harvest and price in¬ 
creases for many commodities have 
helped maintain sales close to last 
year's level.

To date 
delivery certificates are issued on the 
CME Broiler and Egg futures contracts 
and have been termed an industry suc¬ 
cess. 

In theory tho cattle delivery cer¬ 
tificate would bo similar to the egg and 
broiler delivery certificate process 
which enables the buyer of a futures 
contract to retender the contract and 
decline taking physical delivery of the 
product. On receiving a delivery cer¬ 
tificate. the buyer can take a short posi¬ 
tion In tho futures market and rBtender 
the certificate at a nominal discount. If I 
the certificate is not retendered, the 
buyer is obligated to accept delivery. 
Provisions of the tentative contract also 
allow a buyer of futurea contracts who 
desires actual delivery of the product to 
issue a “demand notice" for delivery 
certificates that arc retendered. 

As for a final drafting of a Certificate 
. of Delivery Program for live cattle,
